| about to worship Paul and Barnabas,

thinking them to be gods from heaven. | 


The people here were evidently very 
idolatrous and full of the heathen my- 


| thology concerning Jupiter and Mere,

selves and not gods and urged them 
to turn from these vanities unto the 
living God, who made all things (verse 
15).

The next day after 
the stoning the faithful two went on 
thelr way to Derbe, and we have no 
record of Paul suffering in his body 
because of the stoning. The same pow- 
er that could in a mmment dispel fever 
and leprosy and all manner of disease 
and give health to a body four days 
dead could easily prevent Paul from 
feeling even bruised by his severe 
treatment. At Derbe they preached 
the gospel and made many disciples.

Toronto.—Thomas C. Irving, general 
manager of the Bradstreet company 
for Western Canada, who has just re- 
turned from an extended tour through 
the west, speaks in an authoritative 
way on trade conditions from Lake 
Superior to the Pacific coast. He 
said: “The great question everywhere 
is wheat. Wheat is king.”’ On the 
Pacific coast, the imminent provlem, 
said Mr. Irving, was transportation of 
this year’s crop to European markets 
vie British Columbia ports. Ty, 
routes," said Irving, “are now open 
for exploitation. That around Cape 
Horn is long, but the sea haul costs 
considerably less than the 3,000 mile: 
railway journey to Atlantic ports. 
Transhipment at the isthmus of 
Panama is the alternative route mect- 
ing with favor. 

“British Columbia is rich beyond 
imagination in timber, minerals and 
fish. The Hudson Bay route is regard- 
ed by many as an academic problem. 
Its efficacy is doubted, for it is pointed 
out that it would not be possible to 
market the wheat until the following 
year, and the. necessary extension of 
credit involved is full of difficulty.”

Chicago.—The first material fruit of 
the National Peace conference which 
has just closed here is a fund of 
$25,000 donated to the Northwestern 
university by John R. Lingren.

'WESTERN CANADA IS THEATRE. 
OF RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION 


American and Canadian Roads Map 
Out a Construction Campaign to 
Embrace Pacific Coast and Prairie 
Provinces—Miliions to be Expend- 
ed in Carrying Out the Work Now 
Planned 

Chicago.—The Canadian Northwest 
and the northwestern states continue 
to be the theatre of unusual construe. 
tive activity on the part of railroads. 
Not oniy does this construction cam. 
peign embrace nearly all the inter. 
tediate and Pacific coust states, but 
extends north into Western Canada, 

James J. Hill and his associates will 
expend $15,000,000, according to pres- 
ent plans, on the Great Northern rail- 
road and subsidiary companies, mak- 
ing a fourth trunk system across the 
prairies westward from Winnipeg. 

The most costly campaign thus far 
laid out is that of the Canadian Paci- 
tic, which calls for the expenditure of 
$20,000,000. The announced plans of 
the Canadian Northern estimate the 
cost of the extension of that line to 
the Pacific coast at more than $10,000,- 
000. 
This year three branch lines will 
be built by the Grand Trunk Pacitic 
from Melville, Sask. One will run 
northwesterly to Prince Albert, an- 
other northeasterly toward Hudson 
Bay, while the third will touch the 
American boundary. 

These three lines will probably be 

the most. important ever 
| Western Canada, as far as American 

!farmers and homeseckers are con- 

cerned, as they will give direct access 

to the rich mineral deposits and the 

Peace River valley. 

The immense amount of railroad 
construction in the west, both in Can- 
ada and the United States, has de- 
veloped a slight fear that a shortage of 
labor might result. Railroad officials, 
generally, however, believe that. the 
large immigration promised and in 
progress will be sufficient to overcome 
this one cloud on the horizon. 

The Spokane, Portland and Seattle 
railroad, known as the “North Bank” 
road, recently placed in operation 
through passenger trains between 
Spokane and Portland.

BUFFALO HERD ON THE ROAD 


Wainwright is Getting Readv Jo Re- 
ceive 200 Head From Montana 
During the Month 
Wainwright, Alta.—The Pablo buf- 
folo herd will arrive in) Wainwright 
thie month. Howard Douglas, com- 
issioner of Dominion parks, was in 
town for some days recently complet. 
ing arrangements for the reception of 

the buffalo in the park near town. 

Mr. Douglas has just been inspect. 
ing the herd in the Elk Island park, 
near Lamont, and arranging for tie 
shipment of 350 head to the park here. 
Asked when the buffalo would arrive 
here, he stated that he had just. re- 
ceived a letter from Pablo saying that 
all the buffalo would be in Canada 
this month. 

In the course of a few days an army 
of cowboys under the personal super- 
vision of Mr. Pablo, will commence 
the last round-up. Tje country in 
which the animals ard located is a se- 


ries of mountains and foothills dotted | 


thickly with chapparel and sage brush. 
Once the buffalo are located they will 
be driven into a corral and held there 
until all are within the enclosure. 

At Ravalli the animals will be load- 

ed into special cars on the Northern 
Pacific railway, and will start on 
their long journey. The special train 
will be made up of at least thirty-five 
‘specially constructed cars, each di- 
vided into separate compartments and 
strongly reinforced to prevent any 
possibility of escape. 

When the train arrives here the 
animals will be unloaded into a chute 
100 feet in width and 28 feet high, and 
one and a half miles long, extending 
from the town to Battle River park. 

It is estimated that Canada will be 
in possession of at least 900 buffalo 
when the herd arrives.

Stock Food Fraud 


A bill has been passed by the Cana- 


dian parliament which is designed to} 


protect the farmers of Canada from 
fraudulent manufacturers of stock food 
of which, it is said, hundreds upon 
hundreds of thousands of dollars worth 
ate sold annually. By the new meas- 
ure manufacturers or their agents 
must take out licences and have a 
registered number. The package of 
fertilizer must show the ingredients 
and guaranteed value. The stock 
foods must also show analysis of the 
food product. Ifthe farmer suspects 
the quality of the fertiliser or cattle 
food he can send a sample to the In- 
land Revenue Department and have 
it analvsed for the fee of one dollar. 

It was shown by those who urged 
the passage of the bill that the stock 
foods were composed of finely ground 
chaff, corn cobs, oat hulls and saw 
dust, and in some cases peat and peat 
moss, highly scented with drugs. The 
manufacturers, it was shown, often yot 
as high as $400 a ton, while the cost 
was not more than $3. 

Special attention was given in the 
ease of the International Stock Food 
Company, Minneapolis, whose stock 
food is said to have been found in 
analysis to be a very low value in com- 
parison with its price, In reference 
to this company the Dominion chem- 
ist says: 

‘*The factories are situated in 
Minneapolis, where there are large 
flour mills and necessarly a tremen- 
dous amount of refuse, and waste pro- 
ducts accumulates, This is largely 
used, no doubt, in the compounding 
of the feed. The sale of this feed is 
tremendous and all sorts of schemes 
are employed to advertise it, for the 
profits are large, It is difficult to un- 
derstand why farmers will persist in 
buying these condimental foods, es- 
pecially when their nature has been 
made public in our reports and the 
agricultural press.’’—Commercial, 


A Growing Alberta 
Industry 


In this issue we are giving consider. 
able publicity to the business of win- 
ter feeding cattle in Alberta. The in- 
dustry is deserving of extensive dis- 
cussion. Itis only a few years ago 
since it was impossible to find winter 
fed export cattle in any considerable 
numbers in the province, but now the 
industry has grown to immense pro- 
portions and buyers for at least three 


Given ordinarily favorable artificial 
conditions cattle feeding in the West is 
bound to increase in extent. The 
charges against grain that has to be 
hauled from Alberta to the world’s 
markets shows grain growing for export 
will always be at a disadvantage even 
should the Hudson Bay route be 
wholly feasible. The logical out: 
come of the situation is that the pro- 
ducts of Alberta farmers will be mar. 
keted in concenatrated forms such as 
beef, butter, pork, etc., and so mini- 
mise the charges for transportation. 
When an Alberta steer goes to England 
he carries with him several tons of 
Alberta grass. hay and grain ata low- 
er freight rate than could possibly be 
had on these materials in their natur- 
al state. 

All the country should be interested 
in the development of the cattle feed- 
ing industry in Alberta, as its success 
means additional trade to all classes of 
our population. And there are many 
| ways in which certain interests can as- 
sist in fostering the trade. The Pro 
vincial and Dominion governments can 
help the meat dealers operating in the 
province bya straight forward policy 
of dealing, the railway companies can 
render incalculable benefit vy putting
